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Coaches angry over 
School Committee vote

A new School Committee ruling 
stating that all athletic coaches must 
re-apply annually for their positions 
has sparked a furious controversy in 
town. 

As a result of the ruling, voted in at 
last week's School Committee 
meeting, 39 coaching positions were 
officially vacant as of June 15. 

In order to retain their jobs, 
coaches must indicate their intent to 
have their records reviewed for con- 
sideration by Friday of this week. 

Reaction to the ruling has been 
swift. In retaliation a formal 
grievance has been filed by the 
Wilmington Teachers’ Association 
charging the School Committee with a 
violation of its contract. 

Carl Olsen, president of the 
Teachers’ Association, told the Town 
Crier that the organization believes a 
change like this should have been 
negotiated. Although a similar mo- 
tion was introduced, and defeated, at 
a School Committee meeting last 
year, no mention of posting filled 
coaching positions was brought up in 
collective bargaining sessions last 
fall, 

This has never been done before in 
Wilmington, Olsen said, and therefore 
constitutes a violation of past* prac- 
tice. 

“It's like changing the rules in the 
middle of the game,” he commented. 

Olsen added that he thought the new 
policy would ‘‘change the whole com- 
plexion of coaching, placing greater 
emphasis on winning, rather than on 
sportsmanship.” Under the old 
philosophy, he said, jt was not as im- 
portant whether we won or lost as 
long as the youngsters were taught 
something. 


He reasoned that telling coaches 
their jobs would be posted each year 
would be like telling them they must 
wil at all costs. 

Track Coach Frank Kelley said he 
was also greatly disturbed by the 
School Committee's action, 

Kelley, who began his opening 
remarks at a testimonial dinner for 
former football coach Fred 
Bellissimo with a cryptic ‘Good even- 
ing ladies and gentlemen...and all my 
fellow ex-coaches,’ said that by com- 
ing so late in the year, the new ruling 
would be a hardship for any coaches 
whose options are not picked up. 

“It sort of cuts down on their 
prerogatives,” he said, stressing that 
it would be difficult now for coaches 
to go out and seek other positions. 

School committeeman James 
Tighe, who proposed the controversial 
ruling, said he did not believe it w: 
hardship on anyone. In many towns, 
he explained, coaches must re-apply 
for their jobs on a yearly basis. 

“A ruling such as this,” he said, 
“prevents people from becoming 
stagnant.” 

Tighe refused to comment on 
whether or not personalities were in- 
volved, but did say that ‘Some areas 
neéd taking a look a 

“We have some excellent, excellent 
coaches," Tighe said. “‘My concern is 
that the kids deserve the best."” 

“T think it is an excellent policy,” 
said School Committee Member Phil 
Fenton. The way things are now, he 
explained, coaching is practically a 
lifetime job. It is very difficult to fire 
a coach now, he said. 

According to Coach Kelley, 
however, the community already has 
a vehicle for removing coaches. 
“Coaches do not have tenure," he 


Route 129 proposal 
iback to drawing board 


Three representatives of the South 
Wilmington Betterment Association 
met with DPW officials last Monday 
to air their views on several new 
modifications to the State’s proposed 
Route 129 Bypass. 

State Representative James Miceli, 
who arranged the session, said he 
believed the discussion led to “a 
better meeting of the minds." 

‘The South Wilmington residents, 
said Miceli, conversed with DPW 
Commissioner Carroll, Chief 
Engineer Robert Tiernry and Assis- 
tant Chief Engineer Justin Rallo 
regarding some of their own ideas as 
well as various alternatives the State 
is currently working on. 

Gerald Tully, who attended the 
meeting along with John Quinno and 
George Boylen, said that no decisions 
have been made as yet. The topic of 
discussion, he said, focused on West 
Street, Woburn Street and the South 


Wilmington area, He added that the 
DPW indicated they would send maps 
of what they consider new proposals 
to Representative Miceli within three 
weeks. 

“I definitely think people down here 
will be interested in what they have 
come up with,” said Tully. ‘“Hopeful- 
ly, we might be able to work a com- 
promise."” Tully added that he had 
detected ‘‘a shift in thinking on the 
DPW’s part.” 

Miceli, however, said he preferred 
to view the day's events conservative- 
ly. “There was more give ant take," 
he said and “it was at least a 
democratic process." 

According to Miceli, both parties 
agreed to study the new information 
and to meet again in the future. He 
remarked that Wilmington was at 
least, no longer in a position of having 
to accept what was proposed or 
nothing at all.

said. “You do not have to go through 
the formality of a public hearing to 
remove them." 

If there is a grievance against a par- 
ticular coach, Kelley said, the present 
procedure provides for a mutual dis- 
cussion between the coach and the 
School Committee with the Com- 
mittee retaining the right to dismiss 
him. 

Fenton said he believed that, 
besides posting positions annually, a 
coach evaluation procedure should be 
initiated with students evaluating 
coaches in much the same way that 
college students now evaluate their 
professors. 

“Youngsters should have some in- 
put and some say,” he said. 

Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce said that the next step would 
be for the School Committee to set up 
a meeting with th aggrieved parties, 
probably at the regular June 28 School 
Committee session, to discuss the 
matter. 

ecording to Olsen, if the matter is 
not resolved it will eventually be 
referred to the State Labor Relations 
Board for a determination.

Ritchie: named Vandalism Officer

A new police department position 
has been created to help control yan- 
dalism in Wilmington. 

‘At a recent meeting of the Van- 
dalism Study Committee, Town 
Manager Sterling Morris announced 
the appointment of John Ritchie as 
Vandalism Officer. 

Morris said the action was initiated 
in an attempt to place more emphasis 
on controlling vandalism. He told the 
newly-formed committee he hoped it 
would direct all leads to Officer 
Ritchie so they could be compiled “‘to 
see if we can find a pattern.” 

Until/ now, Ritchie has held two 
‘police department posts, Juvenile Of- 
(ficer and Safety Officer. In the latter, 
he has drawn fire recently from traf- 
ic supervisors who charge that he has 
discriminated against them unfairly 
regarding the assignment of extra 
work details. 

Ritchie will retain the job of 
Juvenile Officer, Morris said, but he 
has been relieved of his duties as Safe- 
ty Officer. 

Morris stressed that this was not a 
disciplinary measure, but one which 
he felt would benefit the town as a 
whole. 

In an unrelated move, Ritchie was 
last week named head football coach 
to fill a vacancy created by the 
resignation of Fred Bellissimo. 

‘The study committee, organized by 
the Board of Selectmen and the School 
Committee to find answers to the 
growing vandalism problem, met for 
the first time last week. 

Douglas Anderson, assistant prin- 
cipal at the Shawsheen School and co- 
chairman of the group, promised com- 
mittee members that he would assign 
specific tasks within 10 days. He said 
he hoped the committee would even- 
tually look into all of the several 


Butters Row 
bridge open 


Wilmington doesn’t have any draw- 
bridges, but it does have one bridge 
that is sometimes closed to traffic, 
and then open again. 

Bridge repair work on the Butters 
Row bridge has been completed by the 
Massachusetts D.P.W. The bridge re- 
‘opened on Monday. 

The bridge has been closed three 
times this year. First, it was closed 
to school buses, for fear of the safety 
of the bridge. After a close inspection 
of the bridge, buses were again allow- 
ed to use it. 

In March, the contractor for the 
trunk line of the sewer cut through the 
approach to the bridge, closing it for 
more than a month. Residents of the 
area petitioned to have it re-opened, 
and the approach was restored 
without the sewer work having been 
done. At that time, extra support 
piers were installed under the bridge 
abutment where the approach had 
been cut. 

The latest closing was to allow the 
state to “‘re-string” the bridge, work 
was completed in slightly more than 
two weeks. 


possibilities suggested by Superinten- 
dent of Schools Walter Pierce in a 
report made to the selectmen last 
month. These included investigating 
. alarm systems, insurance coverage, 
fencing and lighting as well as the 
feasibility of staffing schools in the 
evening and increasing evening ac- 
tivities and bolstering security there 

Lester White, School Committee 
chairman, told the group that they 
were embarking on a “long task." 

“It isn’t going to be easy," he said, 
‘and not a particularly fun time. You 
will find yourself dealing with a lot of 
very difficult problems." 

White stressed once again that the 
problem belonged to the entire com- 
munity and could not be" considered 
solely the- responsibility of parents, 
the police or the schools. Vandalism, 
he said, and the way we respond to it 
“reflects the attitudes, values and 
morals of our town.”” 

“The impact of vandalism on our 
community is more than broken win- 
dows and stolen tape recorders," he 
added. ‘There more costs than 
dollars and cents." White cited the 
detrimental effect upon student and 
teacher morale caused by school 
programs being interrupted because 
of stolen equipment. He questioned 
the type of impression made upon 
youngsters who see vandals going un- 
punished or receiving only light 
sentences. 

White said he hoped the committee 
would look into the enforcement area 
and also try to uncover why “young 
people single out schools to be the 
target more than any other 
buildings.” 

Morris, who admitted that he 
sometimes thought the solution would 
be to “’board or cement up all the win- 
dows on the first floor," told the com- 
mittee that 182 school windows were 
broken last month alone. Eighteen

thousand dollars annually is budgeted 
to repair vandalised public buildings, 
he said. 

“I think it is time that the town 
woke up to the problem,” said Ander- 
son. ‘‘More people should become 
aware that that broken window is 
coming out of their pockets."” 

Anderson said he considered 
Wilmington lucky to have so many 
recreational facilities. ‘Silver Lake 
is an incredible asset to the town,” he 
said, “but you go down there and 
there are nine guys just picking up 
glass." 

He requested that each member of 
the committee become a student of 
vandalism and said that among the 
materials that would be made 
available to them would be reports of 
methods used by other communities 
to combat the problem, 

Top priorities of the committee, ac- 
cording to Anderson, would be 
educating youngsters, achieving 
better communication within the 
community, and investigating legal 
aspects, costs of prevention and 
security and enforcement measures, 

Committee members include Co- 
chairman Peter Holtzmiester, 
representing the town administra- 
tion; Co-chairman Douglas Anderson, 
Family Life Education Director 
Patricia Gagnon and teachers Claudia 
Dufresne and Edward Woods 
representing the school administra 
tion; Joseph Murray, Carroll 
Gillespie, Mildred Coolidge and 
Cartoll Robbins representing the 
Parent Advisory Committees; and

for Woburn Heights 


‘The Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission has officially closed a public 
hearing on the petition of Builder 
James DeCarolis for permission to 
build 16 homes in a subdivision off 
Woburn Street, to be called Woburn 
Heights. 

As 4 part of the construction, 
DeCarolis has proposed the filling and 
drainage of a small area bordering on 
nearby wetlands. 

By June 29, the Conservation Com- 
mission will formulate a set of con- 
ditions which must be adhered to by 
the builder. Any 10 residents of the 
town, however, may appeal the deci- 
sion of the Commission to the State. 

One confli¢t still-to be resolved, 
however, is a difference of opinion 
between the Planning Board and the 
Conservation Commission regarding 
curbing and culverting. 

Gary Hollands, a consultant to the 
Conservation Commission from the 
firm of LE.C., Inc., told those present 
at the hearing that on this particular 
piece of land there would be little 
need for curbs. “Better to let it run 


off the road into the soil,"’ he said, 
“than running along impervious cover 
and through a series of pipes.”” 

In the matter of culverts versus 
open ditches or natural drainage, 
Hollands also agreed with the Conser- 
vation Commission. 

“It is better to allow the water to 
follow its natural route,’ Hollands 
said. “Piping beyond where it needs 
to be is another thing the Planning 
Board needs to be cognizant of."" 

As of the day of the hearing, no 
reaction had surfaced from either the 
town of Reading, which has a 
wellfield nearby, or the Ipswich 
Watershed Association. 
Correspondence from them was ex- 
pected to arrive at a later date, 
however. 

At the close of the hearing, Hollands 
remarked upon the cooperation of the 
applicant in providing data requested 
by the Conservation Commission. 

“Tam very satisfied and impressed 
with what I have seen tonight,” he 
said. ‘‘I don’t see that very often.”

put in limbo by this action that has un- 
necessarily dragged out the search for 
a new coach long after Fred 
Bellissimo’s resignation became news 
during the last week in March. 

I've always maintained that sports 
and politics mix like oil and water. 
Unfortunately for Wilmington that 
bad mix is wallowing about again 
and the athletes will suffer in the 
long run if a coaching staff is not nam- 
ed shortly. 

“When looking at this matter you 
must realize that football isn’t just a 
three month game. 

A head coach normally holds 
meetings over the summer months to 


prepare his squad for the coming 
season. Most teams (as does 
Wilmington) begin preparing for 
August's summer camp as early as 
July. Having played football for the 
better part of six years - I feel I know 
what I'm talking about when I say 
that it takes some summer work by 
both the coaches and the players in 
order to make sure all the gears mesh 
come the first game in September.

Postage got you down? 


by Tony Galinis 

‘Two questions which have the sub- 
ject of many conversations lately 
would be: How to get rid of the 
nuisance of junk mail? and When will 
the postage stamp stop going up in 
price? 

To the first question - there is a way 
to control that junk mail, which, of 
course is a term that is a no-no in post 
office circles. It is called third class 
mail. For a low price, third class 
mail gets pretty good handling. When 
a third class letter, or junk, enters the 
post office, it has to be delivered 
within 48 hours. Of course, first class 
goes uut the next day, within 24 hours. 

To get your name off the junk mail 
list...there is a ‘name removal" form 
one can get from the Mail Preference 
Service, Direct Mail Marketing 
Association, 6 East 43rd St., New 
York, N.Y. 10017. Completion of this 
form will place your name on a list 
provided to companies participating 
in direct mail marketing. Interesting 
to note is the fact that the procedure 
can be reversed. Should a person wish 
to receive this type of advertising, 
there is an “‘add-on’’ form which lets 
these companies include your name. 

Back in 1917, stamps were selling 
for three cents. On July 1, 1919 they 
dropped...yes, I said dropped to two 
cents. They stayed that way until July 
6, 1982 when the price rose to three 
cents and for 26 years, until August 1, 
1958 the price remained the same. 
‘Then in 1958 it rose to four cents. On 
January 7, 1963 the price rose to five 
cents and to six cents five years later 
to the day. Eight cents was the price 
for stamps on May 16, 1971 and on 
March 2, 1974 it was 10 cents. A lot of 
us thought the price would remain 
stable at 10 cents, cut on December 
31, 1975 it rose to 13 cents and on May 
29 of this year rose still again to 15 
cents.

000 one would pay about $750 in taxes 
instead of $1300. Imagine the town 
meeting!! We would have a budget. 
When we got to the brim, that would 
be it.
